How Crossing W»« Made. 


The accounts are generally about the 


same. It seems that Buller began his 
march toward Ladysmith on Jan. 10, at 
the same time permitting false rumors 
to spread in order to cover his real in- 
tentions. 


Gen. Buller divided his force 
into 


foiir columns. Gen. Dundonald, with a 
mounted brigade, was sent to take the 
bridge over the Tugela at Springfield 
This was accomplished by a sudden 
movement, after which Gen. Dundon- 
ald took a strong position at Zwartkop, 
which commands Potgleter's drift. 


The Boers, misled uy Buller's wild 


rumors, were unprepared at this point 
and large numbers of them were en- 
joying a bath in the river when Dun- 
donald and his force appeared. 


As soon as Gen. Buller had been no- 


tified of Dundonald's 
success. Gen. 


Lyttleton's brigade was sent to hold 
a position at Zwartkop, 
and at the 


same time HildyarcTs brigade was dis- 
patched from Springfield to hold the 
bridge and to protect the passage of 
the other troops.

o'clock. 


Earlier in the day Senator Aldrich. 


called upon the president and had a long 
discussion with him in regard to finan- 
cial legislation. The president is natur- 
illy taking a great deal of interest in 
measure and is anxious to have some 
action taken. 
While a vote will be 


taken within thirty days this does not 
mean the bill will become a law at that 
time, but there is a long fight in pros- 
pect in committee, 
as the senate has 


amended the house bill materially. 


While the house is willing to accept 


some o£ the senate amendments; there 
will undoubtedly be a bitter fight in 
conference over other provisions of the 
bill, and it would not be surprising if 
the contest should last a month, so that 
it will be March 15, before the bill goes . 
to the president.

The First Time Any Member of the

sued the Grand Lodge. F. and A. M., of 
the state of New York for reinstatement 
in the order. 
He was expelled by a vote 


of the grand lodge lust June on a 
charge of having written un alleged im- 
pudent letter to the then grand master, 
William N. Sutherland. The case is ex- 
pected to be reached in the supreme 
court this week.

COMPLAIN OF LACK OF SNOW 


AND COLD WEATHER. 


Has Injured the Logging Business in 


the Northern Part of the State— 
Many Rock County 
Men Have 


Money Invested in Northern Pine 
Lands. 
Several Rock county lumbermen, hav- 


ing interests in the northern pineries of 


•• Wisconsin, are home after an inspection 
of the lumber camps. For the want of 
snow and cold weather, they report mil 
lions of feet of lumber now in the logs 
unable to be transported to 'the saw 
mills. These logs are all cut. 
They 


are a long distance from stream or rail 
road. 


There has practically been no show 


this winter to spenk of. In many of the 
logging regions no. efforts have been 
made to transport logs by sleds 
For 


the want of freezing weather the roads 
have not been flooded. In 
many in 


stances logging has been oarried on by 
the old method of dragging the logs by 
two wheels. This method ;s too expen 
sive. 


As a result of the present difficulty 


many of the large new mills have been 
running slack through the entire win- 
ter, Last winter many of the lumber 
men complained of the too plentiful fail 
of snow. In many cases it fell to a 
depth of five feet completly burying the 
logs so that the men had trouble in 
locating them after they wore cut. 


Local interested parties claim that the 


mill owners will lose much money this 
season on account of the lack of snow 
and sufficient cold weather to freeze.

BIG GHOCERY 
SILLS. 


A. statement by Dairy and Fo;d Com 


niisaioner H, C. Adftms gives The Mar- 
chants Review a text for the fallowing 
editorial: 


In one of out- exchanges the dairy 


commissioner of Wisconsin is credited 
with tho statement that the aggregate 
expenditures of the people of the United 
States for food product?, exclusive of 
meats is $1,950,000,000. This is the 
notion's annual grocery bill. The eom- 
missioner ^estimates Jthat 
there 
are 


in round numbers 15,000.000 families in 
this country, and he gets $1,950.000,000 
by multiplying the number of families 
by 8130, which he estimates is the sum 
annually spent by each of the families 
for groceries. 


At S130 a year each family is credited 


with an expenditure of $^.ci2 a week for 
groceries, which seems n very low esti- 
mate. 
Perhaps ' S3 a week would be 


nearer the mark and if we start with 
that average we get a yearly bill of $5156 
for each family and a total of 82,340, 
000,000 for tho whole country. 


A generation ago sugar constituted 


nearly one fourth of the grocery sales 
of the country, but today, owing to the 
wonderful increase in the 
trade of 


canned goods and grocers' specialties, 
the staple occupies a greatly inferior 
rank, its sales being perhaps no more 
than one twelfth of the total sales of 
groceries. 


Assuming that three fourths of tho 


total consumption of sugar, or 1.500,000 
tons. 13 supplied by grocers, their yearly 
sales of the staple, at an average price 
of 5 cents a pound would aggregate 
$108,000.000, which multiplied by 1 
gives a total of 81,010,000,000 as the 
grocery bill of the United States. 


Whichever of those three estimates we 


accept, and it is impossible to say which 
is nearest the mark, it is1 obvious Hint 
the distribution of groceries is a very 
important brnnch oE trade, and it woulc 
seem that there is rootn therein for a 
large number oE dealers without da::ge 
of overcrowding.

the earliest printed Bibles on. account 
ot their rarity. Yet it is known that 
many more were manufactured than 
have overcome to light, and every now 
and then we hear of another copy hav- 
ing been found in some garret or. cel- 
lar amid 
the 
rubbish. 
The famous 


Mazarin Bible" has been, 
sold 
for 


more than $20,000, and this is called 
cheap, as it is one of the finest speci- 
mens of the printer's art ever pro- 
duced, and, most interesting 
of all, 


was set up and published by Gutenberg 
in 1455, after three years of continuous 
labor. He printed only 100 copies, but 
eighty-five of these have never been 
found. 
It is called the Mazarin be- 


cause' tho first copy to lie discovered in 
modern times was in the library of 
Cardinal Mazarin. But there 'is an- 
other part of the Bible, 
called 
the 


"Psalterium," because it contains the 
Psalms only, which commands even a 
hjgher pi'ice, having been sold for ?25,- 
000, for but six copies are known to be 
in "existence. 
It was printed by John 


Faust and Peter Schoellfir on 
parch- 


ment in Gutenberg's shop, aitd is the 
first printed book bearing the year and 
day o£ its publication on the title page. 
This ihscrlption reads, "1457, OR the 
eve of Ascension."

the earliest Bibles 
were printed

But it has taken over eight years to 
dig the canal, and it lias cost $33,000,- 
000. 
These are facts. 


You might be led to believe, too, iu 


listening to a Chicago man's talk about 
the drainage canal, that Admiral Dew- 
cy could now take a Hying squadron 
from Now Orleans to Buffalo by way 
of St. Louis, IVoria. .Toilet and Chica- 
go. But he couldn't. There lias been 
talk of increasing the depth and width 
of the drainage canal and connecting 
river channels so as to make a deep 
•waterway from the gulf to the great 
Jakes, but nothing more substantial 
than tnik lias come of it.

The lonjrth of the artificial canal from 


Itobey street, Chicago, to Loclcport, 
Tvhero it enters tho Desplaiues river, is 
28 miles. 
At Lockport the channel 


•widens to about uOO feet iuto a wind- 
age basin. The fall from the month of 
the Chicago river to tho. Lockport 
works is only seven i'eot. so that the 
ilow of water in rapidity aud volume 
through the Chicago river to the canal 
Ss entirely controlled by the bear trap 
dam and controlling works situated fit 
the Loclcport terminus, the fall south 
of the controlling works being: abrupt 
and about 40 feet in tho next four 
miles. 


The controlling works involved the 


construction of seven sluice gates of 
metal, with the necessary bulkheads, 
and one bear trap dam. 
The sluice 


gates have a vertical flow of 20 t'cet 
and au opening of 32 feet. The beat- 
trap dam lias an opening of 100 feot. 


Below the controlling works the Des- 


plaines river was deepened aud widen- 
ed to I'.avi: a capacity of 1,500,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute. This made ex- 
tensive improvements necessary in ,To- 
liot,- inclndiug tlio rebuilding of dam 
No. 1. tho removal of dam No. 2, the 
'imilding of looks aud the construction 
of a massive concrete wall to separate 
the Illinois anci Michigan canal from 
the river. 


Although not exactly "a modern won- 


der" or a "marvelous fsat of engineer- 
ing." as labeled by the Chicago dailies, 
the drainage canal compares favorably 
iu siice and cost with other big enter- 
prises of a similar kind. 


The Kiel ship canal cost the same 


amount and the Manchester canal from 
?CO,000,OCO to $70.000,000. 
The Suez 


canal was capitalized at $100,000.000, 
and the Nicaraguan enterprise is esti- 
mated to cost from $118,000.000 to 
$133,000,000. The Manchester canal is 
30 miles long and has an average width 
of 120 feet at the bottom and «i depth 
of 2G feet. The Sue/ canal, from Port 
Said to Suez, is SO miles long; the North 
sea canal, connecting the North sea 
and '.he Baltic, is 01 miles in length, 
•ivith a width of 72 feet aud a depth of 
20, and the Amsterdam canal is 17.9 
mitos loug. with n width of 82 and a 
dsptfi of 27 feet.

lieutenant Munro hail with him only 
a. squad of HO cavalrymen it would 
have been rash io attaclc such an over- 
Wholinin.s force. 


But the pi Hunt 
lieuretKr.it wanted 


very much to capture l-'ayotibons;. Per- 
haps the name attracted him. Still, he 
could not sacrifice his men in a fool- 
hardy exploit. 
SD he resorted io a 


good American blul'i'.
